kept nine days and put on the dumps for 
Thirty days for slapping a man who called 
him a liar. 
When brought beforo Patrick 


he atttempted to give an explanation, but 
was told to shut up, and was dragged away 
to the guard-house again, Tho inmates were 
afraid to mako complaint to Patrick. 
He 


will either not hear them or givo them a dis- 
charge.

If wo hod been disastrous^- 


beaten ut Chnncclloravillo the Confederacy 
ivould hiivo boon cstablisbed. 
Bidtiniore, 


Washington and Fhiludolphiii would have, 
been promptly oapturoil. 


Thu beans o:.1 tlio meu ivbo stood firm 


throhlR'd upprehcnsivoly as they saw tho 
Eleventh coqjs stumpedo poit them; saii- 
theni, in n blind frenzy of 1'ear, dash ngainst 
trees imd ton cos. The ruthless Confederates 
keenly pui-sued, merrily shot them, savagely 
bayonntcd them. Tho wliolo army was on 
•,he verRn of a piuiic. Down'the road to^s•a^d 
Oc:i. Sickles' position tho victorious, shouting 
Virginians swept. It looked us :f tbe Union 
would belostthatovening—lost not honorably 
jr. u bloody battle, but lost through a. dis- 
graceful, cowardly lilghl. Fortunately there 
wan an officer on the field who understood tho 
art. of tuniing defeat into victory by tbe use 
of well served, fresh artillery. He knew that 
tho rash lumper of tbe victorious infantry, 
who had been amusing themselves with tho 
pleasures of tho chase, could bo softened by 
the iron ball belched forth from Napoleon 
guns'. 


Tins man was Gen. Alfred Pl,easouton. 


Coining in from tho front, bo wcs amazed at 
the serious condition of affairs. 
Ho saw that 


prompt and heroic action was needed. 
Yon- 


der, in the woods, were 23,000 exultant in- 
fantry kid by Stoucwall Juokson. They -wore 
hurriedly reforming tlioir columns that hud 
Ixwu diyorgani/ed by tbe eugerueen of tbeb- 
cbaso after O. O. Howard's fugacious war- 
riors. 
Tbu Confederate akirmLshers wore ad- 


vancing. Tbo flames fromthoir rifles piorced 
tlio gathering darkness. It that charging 
column of troops were launched before our 
artillery could bu brought into battery tho 
Union enuse would bo lost before midnight 
Time was 'priceless. Tho fate of the nation 
hung in the balauco. Without on instant's 
hesitation Gen, Pleasonton hurled a regiment 
of bis own cavalry command, tbe Eighth 
Pennsylvania, cavalry, a, small body of ap- 
proved iroopB, commanded by Major Keonau, 
against Stonewall Jackson's entire force. 
This handful of men, with sabres whistling 
tlirou^li tin? gruy, nmoko-ludon jdr, euurgi.-\l 
with loud cries tho Confederate corps, 


It was a display of superb courage and pa- 


triotism. They woro necessarily sacrificed. 
In t+m minutes all -were stricken from their 
saddles. But the fury of tboir onslaught de- 
layed tlio Confederate attuclt, Tho few guns 
of horse ai-tillory that belonged to jfleuson- 
ton's command swung Into action. He und 
bis aids gathered such guns as they could. 
Picking up a gun here, a section there, a. bat- 
tery yondor. 
I'leasonton got these pieces 


into buttery, ni:d at the same timo cleared 
tho ground intervening between them and 
the woods (whore Jackson's men were busy 
killing tho survivors of ilaj. Keenan's com- 
mand) of fugitives, and prepared for battle. 
If Pleatonton saved the army he would fiavo 
it by bis native genius for handling artillery. 
Out of tbe wreckage of tho Eleventh corps, 
the jetsam floating aimlessly on the field, 
more guns wore gathered. 
Some of Sickles' 


batteries, that were massed in a near-by Held, 
were brought into lino. 
Pleosonton was 


ready. So was Stonewall Jackson, 


There was tho sound ot an ocean of voices. 


There was u Hash of light along the edge of 
tho woods. Tbe air became stl!J with bul- 
let*. Out.of their cover rushed the Confed- 
erate infantry. 
Through tho powdor-smoko 


tboy advanced rapidly, the head ot their col- 
umn flaming with tlio deadly fire of mus- 
ketry, and their fierce charging cry resound- 
ing. 
They got within range of Pleasonton's 


cannon. Tho brass guns opened on tboir 
dense linos. Men fell in heaps. The can- 
uoonecrs, drunk with battle, sprang in and 
out from the muz/Jos of their guns. 
They 


grasped the spokes of tho ponderous wheels, 
and savagely cheeked, tho recoil of their 
pieces. Sponge stuffs whistled through tho 
air. 
As the fever of battle mounted to their 


beads, they recklessly charged their guns 
without sponging. Tho steady roar of the 
artillery drowr.od all other noise. The wind 
Of the guns fairly lifted the charging column 
off its feet, and threw them buck in confu- 
sion. 


Tho Confederates broke for cover. Their 


ollicers reformed them, and again led them 
through tho gathering 
darkness against 


FJeuson'.on's guns. Again they were thrown 
back. They nerved themselves for tho third 
trial 
The dauntless Stonewall 
infantry 


grasped their rifles tii-mly, and, drawing tho 
brims of their slouch bats over their e3'es, so 
as Uj shut out the sight of tho flaming, death- 
deJiling artillery, j-ushed to within ilfty yards 
of our line. The iron hall crashed through 


physically impossible to advance further. 
Sullenly the Virginians retired to the pro- 
tective cover of their dense forest. 
They 


were not whipped, as their superb fighting 
the next day clearly proved. But the keen 
edgo of their high temper had been drawn in 
the fiery breath of well-served cannon. Their 
dead encumbered the ground. Our army 
was saved from utt«r defeat.

Bogging as IL profession in a great city in 


almost as hard work us driving a streetcar. 
A ivixji-tur for The World, who sacrilieed an 
educated, silken whisker, stained his face 
brown and donned his Sabbath suit that he 
might live two days among the beggars as 
one of them and woo tho coy nickle from the 
philanthropic pocket, can testify that a.-khig 
alms is i>.o eiLsy work. 
Tbo older beggars 


looked down upon the fledgeling and refused 
to associate with him until ho had proven 
himsulf worthy to bi:long to their guild. An 
old padrone who rents a heap of straw on t!io 
top floor of tho swarming tenement in Tell 
street, near Slott, finally took the newcomer 
under his protecting wing and instilled into 
his 
youthful mind some of tho simpler 


.socnr.ii of tho trade. Translated from 
the 


slangy pigeon-English, his instructions were 
somewhat liko this: 


"You must," ho ex-plained, "tnku advantage 


of our working hours, from C o'clock in the 
evening until midnight, for in that time our 
money must bo made. Tho easiest places to 
work are tho entrances to restaurants and 
eating-houses, and I will give you a stand 
where yon can make at least S'l a night. But 
never ask a man (or money oxcupt when ho is 
coming out. Then he feels good, has bud ft 
square meal, is just tuokiug the change away 
in his pocket, and tho chances ore lie will bo 
good for a dime.'1 


So with many admonitions to beware of tho 


police, and to keep within the dark shadows, 
tho amateur beggar was given as his boat too 
comer of Bcokman and Park row, there to 
pounce upon unwary diners in Hitchcock's 
restaurant. So from 7 o'clock until midnight 
ninety-three 
persons were 
stopped 
and 


tlio usual 
formula 
of 
havon't-tastod- 


food-for-a-month 
fired 
fit 
them. 
Tho 


great 
majority 
hurried ou, 
two 
men 


stopped and gave a dime, five gave nickels 
and nine donated pennies. At tho end of flvo 
hours tho learner had collected (i» cents, an 
old suspender button arid enough curses to 
run tl'.c play o£ Richelieu a month. Then bo 
moved up tho Bowery asldng pennies on the 
way and receiving only an invitation to tako 
a drink with a party of revellers In a Great 
Jones sB-cot dive. So passed tho first night 
and the next day, after tho padrone liad 
added a few choice Italian expletives to tho 
stock of curses already on hand, a now beat 
was selected, which took ill tho west side 
ferries. But having 
twice 
been 
nearly 


clubbed by ft policeman, and being able to 
show only ;1 cents as tho net result of four 
hours1 work, tho mendicant business was 
given up in disgust and K hasty return taken 
to more congenial methods of work. 


During this tinio nearly a score of beggars 


wore talked with on tho east side, but all 
were fearful of saying too much, and oven 
wben overcome by tho fumes of their stale 
beer dives they kept close guard upon their 
mouths. It was generally admitted that tho 
old padrone, affectionately, caUed Father 
GuilliarJ, was very wealthy, worth at least 
$25,000, but just where ho k6pt his money no- 
body could toll. 


Tho great haunts of beggars are Baxter, 


Mulberry, Bayard. Hester, Center and Elm 
streets, but tho professional alms taker is a 
nomadic individual and never remains long 
in Olio spot. Ho or she usually rents a squalid 
couch hi a filthy room surrounded by equally 
dirty donizans, and when tbny grow tired of 
this move to cheaper places if such can bo 
found. 
Laziness seems to bo at tho bottom of 


all street beggars' character, and tho-profes- 
slonal will riot work outside- of Black-well's 
i* iiLua t*na >vin not ov«n IIOK 
after he 


has gotten enough to keep him froai starva- 
tion. If a fow pennies more than are re- 
quired to keep him over night have been col- 
lected they go for stale beer at 2 cents a can. 
A fow more arc ,'pnldont and thrifty, who 
have entered upon this modo of gaining a 
livelihood with their eyes open. These have 
money in tho bank, bat they are fow indeed. 


Statistics carefully colloftod and compiled 


by the Charity Organization society shows 
that out of ev ery 100 persons who ask for 
money on the streets of New York ninety-six 
avo impostore. 
So they claim that 
ton 


philanthropist should allow himself to be 
solicited twenty-four times before putting his 
hand in his pocket. And then the chances 
are that he is giving wrongly. 
From an 


army of 004 street-beggars recently brought 
to tLc notice of this society only twenty-eight 
wore found at all worthy of chanty. Every 
month the agent of the society pounces upon 
from eighty to 100 mim, women and children 
who 
refuse 
to 
earn 
a 
living 
when 


tho 
opportunity 
is 
offered 
them, and 


after a warning to ^keop oil tho streets 
these idlers aro sent up in batches, for six 
months at a time, 
Several are known to be 


wealthy, but it requires long watching and 
great patience to find vhero their bank ac- 
counts aro kept. 
This oace done, the rich 


pauper finds little opportunity to ply his 
trade in New York again. 


Among tholr friends and associates beggars 


are given to boasting of their easy mode of 
life, ar.d to the poof laborer or miserable fac- 
tory girl, shut up for twelve hours in a hot, 
buzzing factory, the. plcturo of restful cose 
drawn by tho beggar is delightful. 
It re- 


quires little indunemeut to take the first step 
towards city trump life. 
Onco having gotten 


something for nothing, the taste is said to 
grown u]wn one, and a fow weeks spent in 
begging on the streets makes the victim al- 
ways a beggar. 
Of course there are a few 


who, suddenly thrown out of employment or 
just recovering from ;illness, beg for a few 
days and honestly need charity, but these 
cases are extremely exceptional. 


Tho queer dodges to which tho upper class 


of beggars resort are almost as numerous as 
the wiles of their brethren, the confidence 
operators. 
These wily beggars are nearly 


always Americans. Tho lower class count 
more Italians among their numbers than any 
other nationality. One of tho commonest 
plans is for a fau-ly intelligent victim to select 
his man and approach him with "Beg pardon, 
but you look liko a college-bred man. I am 
mycoLf, 
Have been on a prolonged spree— 


am just sobering up. Have no place to sleep 
to-night. You look liko an intelligent gentle- 
man, so I poekct my shame. Can you spare?" 
and the Huttered philanthropist is seldom so 
hiu-cl-hea.rted that ho cannot spare half a 
dollar. 


The lady who hafi'jusi had her pocket 


picked, tho man who lives in Philadelphia 
and is caught short of funds in the city, tho 
youth who has ran, away from a cruel unclo, 
are all familiar typos of beggars, but this 
c'.ass lives in comparative luxury on their 
wits, and is recognized by the authorities as 
entirely distinct from tho street beggai 
proper.
